Shall it be Consolidation or 
Disintegration ? 

Tho article from the London 
"Times," which -svas'reproduccd in our 
own columns yesterday, opens up :v 
■wide field for thought. The leading 
journal of tho British Empire, of tho 
•world, has said to Canada, — a Domin- 
ion with a territory larger than the 
half of Europe and a population more 
loyal to the Crown than that of Eng- 
land, — Tho connection is no longer 
useful to eitlior of us; you are free to 
go; go! Great as tho "Times" is, it is 
not great enough to tell tho truth ; and 
in this instance the consolation of loyal 
Canada lies in a knowledge of the fact 
that tho 'Thunderer' grossly misrepre- 
sents the national heart, if not the head, 
too. It is known that the "Times" re- 
presents the grent Moneyocracy of 
London, not tho great heart 
of the nation; consequently its utter- 
ances upon all such questions must bo 
taken for what they are worth, and 
that is very, very little. For it to bid 
Canada go, appears to be a piece of 
unparalleled presumption. Canada! 
An Empire twenty times as largo as 
tho United Kingdom, possessing with- 
in itself all the elements necessary to 
constitute a great and powerful nation. 
In what part of the widespreading Do- 
minions of tho British Crown is tho 
Queen more heartily toasted, cheered 
and sung ? Whore are there a people 
more attached to tho Throne ? And, 
yot the "Times," assuming to speak iu 
tho name of tho nation, bids Canada 
go! It is just such drivelling mercen- 
aries that would see the wholo of this 
continent under a foreign flag, towards 
which the tide of British emigration 
shall ever flow. If over Macauley's 
NewzealanderJ sits on a crumbling 
arch of London Bridge, ruminating on 
the decay of empire, he will owe it to 
just such a policy as tho "Times" enun- 
ciates. It is tho proud boast of Bri- 
tons that their morning drum is ever 
beating — that on her Britannic Ma- 
jesty's Dominions the sun never sets. 
Let the disintegration, tho "go" policy 
be carried out, and its needs no bold 
prophet to predict that on Her Majes- 
ty's Dominions tho sun will ever set! 
But, as has alroady been intima- 
ted, the"Times" does not represent 
national opinion in this matter. Hap- 
pily it does not; and for proof we need 
not go further than a speech delivered 
the other day in England by Mr. 
Knatchbull-Hugessen, Her Majesty's 
Under Secretary of State for tho Colo- 
nies. In that speech he told the peo- 
ple of England that "Thoy might de- 
pend upon it that there could only bo 
■one Colonial policy which any Gov- 
ernment could venture to follow. A 
Government which rightly interpreted 
f..nd desired only to represent tho feel- 
ings and wishes of the British people 
must seek to cherish and cement the 
bond of Union between Great Britain 
and her Colonies. To insinuate 
tho contrary was, he declared, little 
less than a crime. Even those West 
African settlements, tho retention of 
which was reported against by a House 
of Commons Committee, ho would ro- 
tain, for the aid they render to civili- 
zation, humanity and the expansion 
of commerce." It will scarcely be 
questioned that Mr. Knatchbull-Hage- 
ssen is better authority, and more cor- 
rectly expressess British feeling upon 
this question than the '-Times." We 
make .bold to say that the policy indi- 
cated by tho remarks of tho Under 
Secretary is tho only one tiuit can save 
Great Britain from falling into the 
position of a second or third rate 
power, or, as our cousins would ex- 
press it, taking a back seat among the 
nations. It will not only be necessary 
for Great Britain to retain the colonies. 
She "must seek to cherish and cement 
the bond of union." Has sho been 
doing this ? We confess that, in so far 
as it'is an acknowledgement of dere- 
liction of duty on the part of tho 
mother towards the child, we cordially 
endorse tho article in the "Times." 
Canada lias never been adequately ap- 
preciated. Sho 1ms not even received 
cold justico at Imperial hands. Look 
at the Fenian Claims; the Fishery sac- 
rifices; tho San Juan Swindle. Id every 
instance, tho child comes in for tho kicks, 
the mother for the '"h'apons." And vet, 
Canada is loyal to tho core; and it is here 
where the "Times" wrongs her. Canada 
should not be told to go; but England 
should be taught to do her duty- -which, 
in this instance, is her interest. She 
must learn to regard Canada as a part, an 
indispensable part, of herself, and act ac- 
cordingly. Lot her invest her capital and 
plant her surplus .population in this new 
empire, instead of Rending both into a 
foreign and hostile country; and let us 
hoar no more about a desire on her part 
to wriggle out of a paltry two and a half 
million guarantee. Tho "Times" evident- 
ly mistakes tho genius and misreads the 
temper of tho Canadian peoplo, when it 
concludes that because they occasionally 
indulge in a filial growl thoy, therefore, 
desire to turn their hacks forever on tho 
old roof-troo. It is the unalienable right 
of every Briton to growl. If every branch 
of tho Groat British tree had boon sovor- 
od from tho old stem for exercising that 
right, wo should havo had nothing loft 
now savo a decayed trunk. Shall the 
Crown say "go" to Ireland because Irish- 
men growl ? It scorns to us that the 
"Times" had bettor ceaso its philippics 
on Colonial affairs. It is ever most dan- 
gerous whoro it would become tho friend 
and patron of the Colonies. 

We -wonder what induces David Orocn, 
the Clothier, of Government street, to ad- 
vertise, as everyone is aware that ho keeps

A story comes from Athens nbout 
Greek brigand ago very refreshing to 
honest people, and miggestive of tho 
question whether women might not 
govern Greece better than its nion. 
One of the curses of modern Hellas, 
as everybody knows, is tho uuoxtirpated 
guild of brigands, who infest. tho land, 
defying the gov-ernment, suppressing 
commerce-, demoralizing the peasantry, 
and robbing and murdering strangers 
or rich natives.

Henco Jifty fowls will make 
more than enough manuro for an aero 
of land, 7 cwt. of guano being tho usual 
quantity applied per acre, and poultry 
manuro being even richer than guano 
in ammonia and fertilizing Baits. No 
other stock will give an equal return 
in this way; and these figures demand 
careful attention from tho largo farmer. 
The manuro, boforo using should be 
mixed with twice its bulk of earth, and 
then allowed to stand in a heap cover- 
ed with a few inches of earth till de- 
composed throughout, whoh it makes 
tho vory host manure widen can be 
had.

"A Ten years' Resident." in 
tlie London Times- 

Mn. Editoh: — "With most of my fellow- 
rosidonts in Vanvouvor's Island I havo 
watched the "San Juan Question" to its 
present disastrous issuo with grave appre- 
hension. "The situation" has been so 
ably handled in your columns that it is 
needless to touch on it. What I wish to 
bring to your notice is, tho apparently in- 
adequate means of defenso tho island 
possesses. 

On shoro there may bo ono hundred 
voluntoers,. and say, 20 police. Afloat, 
there are, at Esquimalt, always ono gun- 
boat, sometimes two gunboats, and gener- 
ally one unarmoured sloop of war, while 
tho Admiral on tho Pacific station usually 
pays us an annual visit of two or three 
months in a fourth-rate iron-clad. To the 
host of my knowledge, there is neither on 
the island nor mainland any fortification, 
a single gun mounted, nor iii case of war 
with the United States, havo wo a dock- 
yard for repairs. 

I think, sir, you will perceive that our 
defenses aro in an eminently unsatisfac- 
tory state, considering tho remoteness of 
tho island and its importance, not only to 
tho resident colonists and settlers in 
British Columbia, but to England, it be- 
ing tho terminus of tho Canadian Over- 
land Kailway, her shortost route to China 
and her healthiest naval station on the 
Pacific 

May I suggest that tho company of 
Marines which has been quartered at San 
Juan should bs, with their wooden bar- 
raoks, transferred to Vancouver's Island to 
the western shore of the Haro Channel, 
ami there construct an earthwork in which 
a few hoavj guns should be mounted 
overlooking San Juan, and protecting our 
sido of the channel ? 1 would also sug- 
gest tho placing of another earthwork and 
company of Marines at a point between 
tho entrances of Victoria and Esquimalt 
harbors, and commanding both. 

.May I venture to hope that England, 
out of her abundance, will sparo us ono 
ironclad to bo permanently stationed at 
Esquimalt ? 

The subject of the dockyard having 
been for so many years, and still being, 
under consideration, I refrain from in- 
truding it on your notice.

Emicuiants fkom the United Kingdom. 
Among 1^2, -101 men who emigrated 
from tho United Kingdom in tho year 
1871, as many as 57,542, not very far 
from half the entire number, were des- 
cribed only as "general labourers," as 
if they were not persons trained to or 
skulled in any particular department of 
labour. Agricultural labourers are dis- 
tinguished as a separate class, consist- 
ing (with gardeners and carters) of 
1,378 men, being 372 fewer than in the 
preceding ' year. There wero also 
among" the men who emigrated hence 
in 1871, 8,053, farmers, or 100 more 
than in the preceding year. There were 
5,27*2 miners and quarry men, and 
•100 coal miners, the former number be- 
ing 503 more and tlie latter loo less 
than in the preceding year. There 
wore also 2,870 carpenters and joiners, 
an increase of 121); L, 367 bricklayers, 
masons, plasterers, sliders, &c, an in- 
crease of 29'J; 808 smiths, besides 15S 
blacksmiths, 03 whitesmiths and braz- 
iers, 10 locksmiths or gunsmiths, the 
total being rather larger than in tho 
preceding year. The list includes also 
681 tailors: 565 shopkeepers, shopmen, 
warehousemen, &c, an increase of 130 ; 
518 coopers; 347 engineers, a decrease 
of -17; 50 engine drivers, stokers, &c, 
an increase of 13; 302 boot and shoe 
makers, a decrease of as many as 253, 
298 painters, plumbers, &c; 213 spinners 
and weavers, a decrease of 101 ; 230 
bakers; 222 seamen, a decrease of 10; 
112 butchers and poulterers; and 118 
printers. Of the other trades distin- 
guished none sent so many as 100. The 
number of male domestic servants emi- 
grating in 1871 was 436, or 35 fewer 
than '.n the preceding year; clerks, 1,- 
112, an increase of 31; gentlemen, pro- 
fessional men, merchants, &c, 10,- 
308, an increase of G3. Tho occupation 
of above 14,000 of the men emigrating 
was not distinguished in the returns, 
and above 8,000 others of the men be- 
longed to various trades and professions 
not enumerated, probably only a few to 
any ono occupation. The women emi- 
grating are generally undoscribed, or 
ill scribed only as married women. 
There are 10,632 women described as 
domestic and form servants, nurses, 
&o., being less than in the preceding 
y, ar by above 1 .000; 1,457, or 450 more 
than in tho preceding - year, are describ- 
ed as gentlewomen and governesses; 
and 353 as milliners, dressmakers, and 
needlewomen. The whole emigration 
of 1871 comprised 122,401 mon, 74,040 
women, -10, 01KS children, and 5,996 
persons of, ages not stated.
